website received over 100,000 responses in the first 4 hours 


e Coincided with response planning for hurricane Irene 
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Halloween Nor’easter 


e October 28 

e 32” maximum snow fall 

e 39 fatalities 

e In CT over 800,000 without power

e Hidden training opportunities — “I'll be there 
when you need me” and “I only do this for 
EmComm” 
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Served Agency Relationship 


e We are the Amateur Radio Service, not 
someone seeking a job 

e The relationship must be beneficial to the 
overall mission and not detrimental to either 
party 

e We can say no to a served agency
